The junction having been thus happily effected at 


7-30 A. M., and it being probable that the Rebel 
foree was still in the place where the kpy had seen it 
on the 12th instant, I determined upon advancing at 
once to the attack. " 

The enemy were reported to consist of fifty Cavalry 
and from four to five 
hundred Sepoys, all un- 
der the Command of 
“Collector” Khooda Buksh Khan,® and were said to be 
encamped inthe bed of the Kurwania Sota, imme- 
diately under the hills which separate the Sonar Valley 
from the Plains of the Raptee. 

The distance from Khoodawah to the Kurwania 
Sota is G miles, the path leading the entire way 
through dense junyle. 

We advanced in the order given in the margin, 
having a small Advanced 
Guardand flanking parties 
from the 5th Punjaub In- 
fantrvy. 

After advancing half 
a mile through the jungle, we met twelve Rebel Sowars 
who at once turned and fled towards the Kurwania 
Sota. The Advanced Guard fired, but without killing 
any of the Rebels. 

t being evident that the Sowars whom we had 
juat seen wonld give the alarm to the enemy, and it 
being most necessary that I should obtain early in- 
formation as to the movements of the Rebels, I order- 
ed up half the Cavalry from the rear, and sent them 
ahead under Native Commandant Meer Jaflir Khan, 
of the 2nd Jezailchecs, with orders however to the 
latter not to commit himself in any unequal fight with 
the enemy. | 

When we had arrived within two milea of the 
Kurwania Sota, one of our Sowars brought back a 
report from Meer Jafhir Khan, urging the rapid 
advanee of the Infantry, and stating that the enemy 
had fallen in to the sound of the bugle, and appeared 
inclined to show fight. 

Continuing our advance as rapidly as possible, we 
goon reached our advanced Cavalry ; and looking over 
an intervening rise in the ground, I perecived a body 
of Rebels collected in a flat basin of the Sota, to the 
number of fully four hundred inen, 

Allowing a few moments for the Infantry to collect 
under cover of the rising ground, J detached twenty 
menof the 9th Cavalry, 5th Punjaub Infantry to the 
right, and as many to the left, to crown the hills on 
either side of our advance, so as to prevent any small 
bodies of the enemy from getting round our tlanks. 

The Sth Company 5th Punjaub Infantry, and No. 
10 Company nd Jezailchecs were ordered to pete 
ateadily forward in reserve, whilst 1 attacked with 
No. 9 Company of Sth Punjaub Infantry, and No. 9 
Company of the Jezailchees. . 

Theso preliminary arrangements were degred 
effected, and we at once moved over the brow of the 
riae to the attack. 

The enemy gave us a heavy volley of musketry 7 
we showed ourselves over the intervening sh sp 
then, not liking the confident rush nor the wil

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joyous shouts of our men, they commenced a rapid 
retreat, but at tirst in good onder, towards Sonar. 

The pursuit Was at ones pressed with all apecd, 
and many of the Rebels soon sought protedtion in the 
intricate nullahs to the right and left, They were 
however everywhere followed up hy parties of our 
Infantry and destreved iv all directions, In one emall 
ravine on the nicht no less than twenty-one Rebels were 
killed. At the same time the central purmut was 
carried on with unremitting vigor, all ranks vying 
with each other to overtake the ving enemy. On 
this coutral path alone TF ecounted forty-four dead Rebels, 
and the slanghter was alse heavy on our left. . 

After continuing the pursuit for 3 niles over most 
ditfeult ground, | (unl that the enemy was utterly 
dlispersed ; und, as the heat and their exertions were 
telling on our men, and we were going farther and 
farther from water, F stopped the pursuit. You will 
be glad to know that our logs consisted ef but one 
man ‘killed and two wounded, whilst I can safely put 
down the eucmy’s Joss at certainly over SO, and the 
general impression is that 100 would be nearer the 
mark. 

After giving the men a short rest in the Kurwania 
Sota, I marched bavk to Khoodawah, where the men 
ate their dinners. 

From Khoudawah we proceeded to Bhajpoor (34 
miles) where the Cohimn separated, the Police Cavalry 
and the Jezailchees returning to Khulla, and the 
Punjaulb Cavalry and Infantry coming to this Camp, 
which thev reavhed at 9 P.M. 

The vallantry and exertions of all under my Com- 
mand merit my warmest thanks, and J) am eapecially 
indebted to Lieutenant Stewart for the great assis- 
tance which he rendcred to me throughout the day. 

All behaved adinirably, and IT cannot, without in- 
justice to the rest, particularize the forward gallantry 
of individuals. 


During the day the Troops from Khulkulla marched 
35 miles, and those from this Camp 48 miles, and 


much of this under a more than usually hot san, 


T may here mention that the Rebels killed were all 


either Officers or Sepova, and that they were all armed 
(i. ¢. the Sepoys) with pereuasion muyketys, 

Amongst the slain ure two Subadars, one Jemadar, 
and two “ Captain Sahebs.” 

I have this morming heard that those Rebels 
Who escaped from yesterday's fight have fled beyond 
Sonar into Dang, and I conceive that they are not 
likely to give ug any more trouble in this dircetion.

2. Krom the information I had received, I was 
apprehensive that the Rebels would push from the 
borders of Oude Eastward, between Dvoomurceagunge 
and Bhanpore Thannah. I therefore immediately 
ordered Major Murray, with a Detachment from Lotun, 
to move and take post at Doomureeagunge, where he 
srrived on the 24th April, and [ reinforced him with a 
party of 100 men of the 9th and 20th Punjaub Infantry 
from Bustee, and on the 26th idem, Major Murray 
came across the, body of Rebela, some 1,500 strong, 
still called the Nusseerabad Brigade, and though they 
were very superior in numbers, he immediately most 
gallantly attacked them, defeating and routing them 
with considerable loss, driving them Westward, to the 
borders of Oude, over the Koanee River, as detailed in 
bis Report. 

8. I would beg to recommend to the particular 
notice of His Excellency Lord Clyde, the zeal. gallantry 
and ateadiness of the Officers and Men in this action 
under the immediate Command of Major Murray.

On reaching Sunkerpore, it was 
reported that a foraging party of Rebel Sowars were 
plundering the adjacent villages. I immediately 
detached & Troop of Jat Horse, under Ensign Hennessy 
who killed seven Sepoys mounted on horses and ponies, 


a few others escaping into the jungle which was close 
at hand. | 


I now moved on to Durriapore, where I was fortu- 
nately reinforced with the 
Detachmeuts as per mar- 
gin, from Bustee. Here 
I intended halting until 
I could learn something 
of Captain Renny’s move- 
ments.

At 1 o’Clock my videttes reported that the Rebels 
had crossed the Khoanee Nuddee, and were marching 
down in great numbers on my Camp. I at once ad- 
evanced and found them drawn up in a very formidable 
aaa their centre division in a village. supported 

y a Column of Infantry in rear, at least 1000 strong, 
with Divisions of Cavalry and Infantry about 300 
yards on either flank, and a dense jungle immediately 
in their rear and flanks; the whole under the Com- 
mand of Gunga Singh and Dabee Deen. The In- 
fantry were dressed in Khakee and manwuvred with 
rauch precision, throwing out skirmishers, Se. 


After reconnoitreing, I feigned a retreat, in the hope 
of drawing thom away from the jungle, to enable my 
Cavalry to act, but this movement not having the 
desired effect, I determined upon an attack, and 
formed the Infantry into two divisions, covered by a 
line of skirmishers, with Cavalry on either flank and 
25 Sabres in reserve. 


The enemy opened a heavy fire from their three 
Divisions as I advanced, and at the same time made a 
bold attempt to turn my right flank, which was 
promptly checked by the Cavalry under Ensign 
Hennessy. When within 50 vards of the village, the 
skirmishers gallantly led by Lieutenant Sadlier, 20th 
Punjab Infantry, carried the place with a rush, on 
which a panic seized the main body, who 4ed precipi- 
tately into the jungle. Their Right Division was at the 
same time dispersed by the Cayalry and a Company of 
Infantry on our left. I immediately pursued with all 
my Infantry driving them across the mver, and only 
desisted, when from the thickness of the jungle, and 
their having fled in three different directions, ail 
traces of them had disappeared. 


It is impossible to form anything like a correct esti- 
mate of thoir loss, as they suffered most in the pursuit, 
but it must have been considerable. Many threw 
away their arms ani ammunition, and 20 men and 
several horses were drowned in re-crossing the river. 
I ain glad to say our lose was only

L cannot speak too highly of the steadiness and 
bravery of my small Detachment, all young Soldiers,

No. 883 of 1859.—His Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor General of India in Council calls 
the attention of the English Soldiers of Her 
Majesty’s Indian Forces to this General Order. 


On entering the Service of the East India Com- 
pany, every Soldier was attested in the following

The gc evice 8 precisely what it was before ; its 
local limits, its peculiar advantages, its entire 
distinctness from the ordinary Service of the 
‘rown, are exactly what they have heretofore 
een. But the Forces which bore the name of the 
Hon'ble East India Company’s Forces, so long as 
hat Company administered the Government of 
[ndia in trust for the Queen, have now the honor 
of being known as the Indian Forces of the Queen 
herself, 

Some portion however of these Troops, shortly 
after the Act of Parhament came into force, came 
forward to claim a bounty or their discharge, on 
the ground that they had been transferred without 
their consent, from the Service of the Company to 
the Serviee of the Crown, as to a different Service 
from that into which they enlisted. 

This elaim received all proper consideration 
where it was becomingly made ; it was submitted 
by the Government of India to Her Majesty’s 
Government; it was the subject of carefid delibe- 
ration, and it was pronounced inadmissible by the 
Law Advisers and Ministers of the Crown. 


The bulk of the English Soldiers of Her 
Majesty’s Indian Forces is composed of men who 
well represent those who, during the Adnunistra- 
tion of the Company have shed their blood side by 
side with the Royal Troops serving in India, to 
establish the supremacy of the British power, and 
to sustain the glory of England ; and many 
amongst them have by their valour and discipline 
during the last two eventful: years rendered in- 
valuable service in the repression and pumshment 
of mutiny and rebellion. The Viceroy and Go- 
vernor General in Council has placed reliance on 
the loyalty and good senee of the great body of 
these men, and he has looked confidently to their 
setting a good example to their younger comrades. 
He has not been disappointed. 


But a strong feeling prevails among some, 
chiefly the younger Soldiers, that they have not 
heen dealt with justly, and some have been guilty 
of acts of disobedience and misconduct. 


These were quickly put down, Afterwards, by 
order of the Right Hon’ble the Commander-in- 
Chief, Courts of Enquiry were opened, before 
which the men were called upon to make their 
representations, and to state unreservedly the 

ounds of their claims. The procecilings of there 
Courts are now before the Government. 


The Government is eatistied that the objections 
of the men are founded, in the cage of many of 
them, onan honest conviction, that their nghts 
have bean overlooked, This conviction has been
